REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1969 fire season was a quiet one in this area. Frequent rains kept the 
danger to a minimum and there were few violations. Your Forest Fire Ward- 
en’s job would be easier if everyone understood the State laws that govern 
the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws follows: 


Fire Permit 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland anytime 
the ground is not covered with snow. This includes household waste burning, 
even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as well as brush burning. 
Such burning is restricted by regulation to be prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 
5:00 p.m. 


Exceptions 
Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under normal condi- 
tions with permission of the District Chief and a permit from the Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your property with permission of the 
Fire Warden. On another’s property with written permission of the landown- 
er and permission of the Fire Warden. The Warden can forbid such fires if in 
a hazardous area. Permits for cooking fires in the White Mountain National 
Forest can be obtained from the Laconia Office or at the Ranger Stations. 
Permits are not required in public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces 
have been built for this purpose. 


Penalties | 

1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 fine; or impris- 
onment for not more than 60 days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall endanger 
woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s imprisonment. 

3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before leaving it 
the same penalties as in (1) above. 

4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland maximum fine of 
$25.00 


Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep our town free 
from smokes in 1970.

TRUSTEES’ REPORT 
Webster Memorial Library 


Growth was the keynote for 1969 in our library — in our book and 
record circulation, in the number of borrowers, in use of the Bookmobile 
and in the use of the building. 

The book expenditure figures this year include the annual State 
Grants-in-Aid for 1968-1970 which previously have been spent through 
cooperative book buying and a withdrawal from the Kenyon Fund for the 
purchase of a new thirty-volume encyclopedia. 

The work cards are most completed for initial stage of our cataloging 
thanks to over two hundred hours of volunteer work by members of the 
Woman’s Club and other interested women of the Town. There is still a 
monumental task of typing and filing to be completed by 1972. The only 
other requirement to be met under the development program is to have the 
library open a total of eight hours per week by 1972. It is very possible 
that if the Town would vote an additional $156.00 to the budget to allow 
another two hours per week (a total of six and a half) the State might con- 
cede the other one and a half hours because of our size. The Trustees 
recommend such an attempt. 

This year’s budget includes money for making it possible to use the 
gym exit. The gym is in use now by the school, the Boy Scouts and vari- 
ous interested adults working with our young people. 

With the resignation of Mrs. Arlene Russell as Librarian, Mrs. Dorothy 
- Brown_has completed the year as acting Librarian. Mrs. Marcella Hoffman 
and Mrs. Elaine Stevens continue as assistants and Miss Pamela Pease has 
volunteered her services-in-training with the Librarian.

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TOWN PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


Zoning, with all its ramifications, was the chief subject of discussion 
at the Planning Board meetings this year. 


Realizing the need for professional advice on such an important 
project, the members sought help from several sources. They invited 
Randall P. Raymond, assistant State Planning Director, to speak to them 
at the July meeting. Selectmen and Planning Board members from Rum- 
ney, Dorchester and Warren also attended the meeting. At the Septem- 
ber meeting, the group saw two films on the problems of community 
planning produced by the Office of Planning and Research of the New 
Hampshire Department of Resource and Development. Several members 
attended the meeting held in February in Warren to examine that town’s 
planning problems. 


From all that they have heard, read, and observed, the members of 
the local Planning Board unanimously endorse intelligent zoning as a means 
of protecting Wentworth from undesirable changes and of preserving its 
natural beauty.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 


This year we have 63 students enrolled in the school and grades 1-8 
are in attendance. Mrs. St. Germain is teaching grades 1 and 2 and has 21 
students. Mrs. Jesseman:has grades 3, 4 and 5, with 21 students. Mr. St. 
Germain has grades 6, 7 and 8, also with 21 students. 


The hot lunch program has been running since the beginning of the 
year and is excellent. We raised the price per lunch from 15¢ to 20¢ in 
order to give Mrs. Hutchins a little more leeway in ordering. (Also to in- 
sure the purchasing of a variety of foods.) , 


Many activities have been planned for the year. Some of those which 
have taken place were: a talk by an F.B.I. agent, the Christmas plays, 
basketball for boys and girls, and money-making for the 8th grade class 
trip. Some to come in the following months will be an 8th grade class 
trip, a play put on by grades 6, 7 and 8, a trip to the Squam Lakes Science 
Center for grades 3 - 8 and a trip to the College Library for grade 8. 


The 8th grade has been editing a school newspaper which comes out 
every two months and contains everything from room news to a joke col- 
umn. Grades 6, 7 and 8 are heard on WPNH radio every three weeks with 
the Wentworth Elementary Report.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 
Jan. 1969 — Jan. 1970 


The Nurse visited the School during the school year. 


The children were inspected for signs of illness, skin infections, 
scalp and hair infections and cleanliness. 


A check was made to see if each one had been vaccinated for small 
pox which is a compulsory State Law. 


First Aid supplies were bought by the Nurse and First Aid supplies 
kept up in First Aid cabinets at school. 


The Nurse gave first aid treatment when in the school. 


The childrens’ teeth were examined and some children were taken 
to Dr. Jamback’s office in Woodsville for treatment. 


The State Dental Hygienist visited each class room and gave an in- 
teresting talk and demonstrated good Dental Care. Also showed films on 
Dental Hygiene. 


Immunization clinics were held in Warren at the Medical Center for 
ones needing any type of immunization. 


Each child was weighed and measured and a Health Record kept on 
each one. 


Screening tests were done on each for Vision and Hearing, notices 
were sent home on all that failed the test, advising to see their family 
doctor. 


All first grade children were given a Tine Test for Tuberculosis. All 
were negative. The State T. B. Association only tests first grade children 
at present time. 


A hearing test adapted to first grade children was given by the State 
Dept. of Health and Welfare. 


A pre-school Registration was held in June. 


Home visits were made where needed for information on various 
clinics such as Orthopedic, Child Guidance, Hearing Clinics, or any per- 
sonal problems. 
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The Nurse attended meetings with psychologists, Welfare Workers 
and attended a series of lectures on the child under stress in the class 
room at Laconia Jr. High, 4 p.m. - 7 p.m. for 10 lectures.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The Wentworth Elementary School opened in September minus a 
teacher we had employed to start the year. Mrs. Hoffmann had an un- 
fortunate accident just prior to beginning work and Mrs. St. Germain was 
called as a substitute teacher. As time went on it became apparent we 
would need someone on a more permanent basis so the substitute ar- 
rangement has been continued for the balance of the school year. 


School seems to have gone along well with no major problems. We 
are well supplied with books and other instructional materials but the 
teaching positions are not easy ones. We are fortunate to have the dedi- 
cated teachers we do. Mrs. Jesseman is doing her usual good job teaching 
grades 3, 4 and 5, and the principal, Mr. St. Germain grades 6, 7 and 8. 
This job is particularly difficult. If the school continues to grow, some 
provision must be made for more space or sending grades 7 and 8 out on 
a tuition basis. With the new Minimum Standards for Elementary Schools 
adopted by the State Board of Education there will be problems. 


The most practical solution would appear to be to work with Warren 
on a Cooperative Elementary School for grades K - 6. The 40% (percent) 
that State Building Aid would provide toward cost of construction would 
not make an unreasonable tax burden. The quality of education would 
improve and teachers are much easier to secure where teaching one grade 
is involved. I would be happy to work with a committee to investigate 
the possibilities. 


Hot Lunch is continuing under the Special subsidization and doing 
well. We are one of the few districts in the State that receive benefit 
from this program and Mrs. Hutchins is appreciated. Under another grant 
we were able to get 75% of the cost of a new stove for the kitchen. 


We are at the point in time where a critical evaluation must be made 
of the educational system. It is no longer possible to provide the type of 
education young people need to compete as they progress in education. 
Our teachers do and have done an excellent job. However, we need larger 
units where specialists can teach their areas in the upper grades and other 
services as spelled out in the “Standards” such as music, art, guidance and 
physical education can be provided.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the 
total amount paid to the superintendent of schools as per the following 
quotation: “Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory union shall 
annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, 
showing in detail the amount paid by the state and each local school dis- 
trict, and their share of same. Said report shall be filed with the school 
board of each school district involved and shall be included in the annual 
report of the respective school district as a separate entry. A like report 
and entry shall be made for each assistant superintendent, teacher con- 
sultant, and business administrators, if any is in service in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among the 
several school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted valuations. 
One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the school 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of $11,500, 
which was received by the superintendent of schools of Supervisory Union 
#48 during 1968 and 1969 was made up as follows: $4,000.00 paid by 
the State of New Hampshire and $7,500.00 pro-rated among the several 
school districts. Allowance of $1,400.00 for travel within the union was 
also pro-rated as stated above.
